Baldwin was a consistent refor^mer, but had no sympathy 
with the Rebellion of 1837-1838, or with the extreme 
views of William Lyon Mackenzie and his associate's» 


He headed an agitation against the governor, Metcalfe,

which led to the formatio^ of the Reform Association, 
whose main plank was the /application of the principles 
of the constitution of the mother country to CanadAAn 
affairs. 

In 1874 was again elected for York. 

Although he had opposed the Rebellion, BMdwin sup-

Mr. Baldwin held office for 

eleven years, laboring eathasiastically in the cause of 

reform. He contibuted largely to the establishment cf the

municipal system, remodelled /the Law Courts, and aided 
materially the University feform. In 1854 Queen Victoria 
conferredupon him the degree of Companion of the Bath, 

His death occurred in 1868 at his.residence, "Spadina,"
